Death  of  Dr.  Elisha  Ballantlne. 

This  community  ww  shock*  1  Tw**lav 
evemoK  by  the  report  that  npread  through 
the  city,  that  Dr  Ballantine  had  <li*d 
suddenly  at  hi*  lw>me  on  e#nt  6th  street 
Unfortunately  it  was  only  a  few  minuU* 
until  the  sad  information  was  verified  by 
those  who  had  heard  directly  from  the 
home  of  the  venerable  professor.  In  less 
than  half  an  hour  the  sudden  occurrence 
was  the  talk  on  every  street  corner.  It 
was  known  that  the  death  was  from  some 
very  sudden  cause,  as  the  Professor  was 
on  the  streets  in  the  morning,  coming 
down  fur  the  mail ;  and  it  was  also  learned 
that  he  had  led  tlie  devotional  exercises 
at  the  University  chapel  at  the  usual  hour, 
apimrently  as  well  as  common.  No  sooner 
was  the  death  announced  than  the  many 
friends  tiegan  to  gather  at  the  residence 
to  aid  as  liest  they  could  and  condole  those 
who  had  been  so  suddenly  bereaved. 

The  particulars  of  his  last  hours  are 
interesting  and  illustrate  how,  to  the  last, 
the  grand,  good  life  was  so  useful.  He 
hpd  been  complaining  for  several  days  but 
was  able  to  be  about,  having,  as  stated, 
lieen  down  town  in  the  morning.  He  ate 
his  dinner  as  usual  and  in  the  afternoon 
went  out  Jo  the  rear  of  the  house  to  make 
garden.  After  he  had  worked  a  while  he 
came  into  the  hoiji.se  and  sat  down  in  a 
chair  in  the  dining  room.  His  daughter, 
Miss  Anna,  with  the  servant,  was  up 
stairs,  arranging  the  Professor’s  room, 
when  his  voice  called  Miss  Anna  down, 
he  telling  her  that  he  felt  very  bad  about 
the  heart  She  at  once  prepared  a  mixture 
for  him,  and  taking  it  he  said,  “I  think 
I  will  feel  better  now,”  and  while  yet  using 
the  spoon,  she  noticed  his  head  fall.  She 
sent  at  once  for  a  neighbor,  but  by  the 
time  the  room  was  reached,  he  grasjied  a 
few  times  and  the  soul ,  of  the  venerable 
Dr.  Ballantine,-  known  anti  respected 
above  all  others,  had  taken  its  flight. 

The  announcement  of  Prof.  Dalian  tine’s 
death  caused  profound  sorrow  out  at  the 
University.  For  veal’s  up  to  1878  he  had 
been  a  member  of  the  faculty,  and  as  late 
as  1884  he  taught  some  classes  in  the  in¬ 
stitution.  Each  of  the  classes  called  a 
meeting  a  d  selected  a  pallbearer.  The 
faculty  after  appointing  a  committee  on 
resiJutions  selected  four  pallbearers  to 
represent  them — Profs.  Brown  Wylie, 
Horace  Hoffman,  W.  W.  SpanglaT-and 
Wm.  J.  Bryan.  Out  of  resppct  the  Uni¬ 
versity  was  adjourned  until  after  the 
funeral,  and  it  was  resolved  to  attend  the 
funeral  in  a  body. 

In  order  that  the  two  sons  and  daugh¬ 
ters  of  Prof.  Ballantiue  might  be  present, 
the  final  obsequies  were  necessarily  bost- 
poned  until  this  morning  at  9  o’clock. 
One  of  the  sons,  Prof.  Wm.  Ballantine, 
lives  at  Obelin,  Ohio,  where  he  is  a  teach¬ 
er  of  Hebrew,  the  other,  Rev.  Henry  W., 
at  Bloomfield,  N.  J.,  where  he  has  charge 
of  a  Presbyterian  church,  and  a  daughter, 
Mrs.  Brown,  in  Wisconsin. 

The  following  resolutions  were  adopted 
by  the  Students: 

We,  the  students  of  Indiana  University 
have  lost  by  the  death  of  Dr.  Ballantine, 
our  guardian  friend.  We  wish  to  ex¬ 
press  our  appreciation  of  his  grand  moral 
example  and  our  common  sorrow  that  he 
has  gone  from  us,  even  though  he  was 
only  waiting.  His  patriarchal  bearing, 
his  genial  sympathy  ami  his  calm,  quiet 
yet  boundless  faith  transformed  into  noble 
conduct  and  Christian  life,  are  memories 
that  will  not  pass  away  with  college  days. 
For  so  many  years  of  trial  and  triumph 
this  servant  of  the  institution  has  been 
identified  with  its  noblest  aims  and  as 
pirations;  he  was  our  friend,  our  helper, 
and  moral  conservator,  in  whtste  presence 
wrong  stood  self  accused.  Realizing  that 
we  have  lost  a  venerable  couuselor  ami  a 
worthy  examplar,  we  would  share  with 
the  bereaved  friends  this  sad  loss.  Re¬ 
solved,  that  we  attend  the  funeral  ser 
rices  in  a  body,  and  that  a  copy  of  these 
resolutions  be  furnished  the  city  papers. 


Prof.  Ballantine  was  born  Oct.  11, 1809, 
in  Schodack^on  the  Hudson.  He  gradu 
ated  at  Athens,  Ohio,  studied  theology 
in  Union  Seminary,  Va.  He  afterwards 
spent  a  year  and  a  half  in  Halle,  Ger 
many,  studying  the  language  and  theol¬ 
ogy  in  the  famous  school  of  that  pla6e, 
thufj  preparing  himself  for  the  Professor 
ship  he  held  in  the  Theological  Seminary 
in  which  he  had  lately  been  a  student. 
He  afterwards  became  pastor  of  the  Pres¬ 
byterian  church  of  Prince  Edward  Court 
House,  Va.,  from  which  place  he  was  call¬ 
ed  to  the  pastorate  of  the  Presbyterian 
church,  now  Dr.  Sunderland’s  at  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.  C.  „  He  gave  up  this  charge 
on  account  of  threatening  paralysis.  For 
some  years  [te  has  been  Professor  of  Lan¬ 
guages  in  Ohio  University,  Athens.  In 
1854  he  came  to  Bloomington,  baring 
been  Professor  of  Mathematics  in  Indi¬ 
ana  University.  He  occupied  the  chair 
for  two  years,  when  he  was  transferred 
to  that  of  Languages,  Dr.  Kirkwood  hav¬ 
ing  accepted  the  chair  of  Mathematics. 
From  1863  to  1867  he  was  Secretary  of 
the  American  Board  of  Foreign  Missions, 
ami  in  1864  returned  to  the  University 
as  Professor  of  Greek,  since  which  time 
he  has,  a#  Professor  and  Professor  emer¬ 
itus,  continued  his  connection  with  the 
University. 

As  to  moral  character,  Prof.  Ballantine 
was  as  near  faultless  as  it  was  possible 
for  fallen  human  nature  to  be.  He  had 
in  early  life  taken  the  Savior  as  hi«  great 
exemplar.  He  was  a  sincere  man,  there 
w  as  no  dissembling  about  him.  He  was 
benevolent,  wishing  well  to  all,  and  to 
every  good  cause,  and  not  only  that,  but 
beneficent,  and  according  to  his  ability 
and  opportunity  doing  good  to  all.  He 
was  honest  and  honorable  in  all  his  deal¬ 
ings  with  others,  amiable  in  his  disposi¬ 
tion  and  beloved  by  all  who  knew  him. 
His  moral  character  culminated  in  his 


highly  religious  character.  As  a  pastor 
lie  was  faithful:  as  a  preacher  plain,  prac¬ 
tical  and  often  eloquent  He  was  careful 
and  prudent  in  his  dealings  with  the  way 
ward :  affectionate  and  kind  in  enonirag 
ing  and  directing  the  sincere  enquirer, 
and  always  ready  to  cheer  and  strengthen 
the  weak  and  disc,  hi  raged  disciples  of  the 
Savior. 

Professor  Ballantine  was  liberal  in  his 
views,  though  strongly  attache*  1  to  his 
own  branch  of  the  Christian  church,  the 
Presbyterian,  and  m  his  appreciation  of 
the  sincere  believer  in  the  Savior,  he  was 
not  influence*!  by  denominational  distinc¬ 
tions.  In  times'  of  affliction  and  in  pros 
pect  of  death,  his  counsel,  his  prayers  and 
bis  services,  have  been  sought  and  were 
freely  given  to  families  ami  individuals 
of  nearly  every  denomination,  and  were 
sought  even  bv  those  who  hail  neglected 
all  religious  duties,  when  they  believed 
that  the  fatal  day  was  at  hand.  Prof. 
Ballantine  ha*l  the  respect  of  the  whole 
community,  Protestant  and  Roman  Cath¬ 
olic,  and,  we  may  say,  even  of  the  immor¬ 
al,  excepting  such,  should  there  be  any 
of  this  class,  as  regard  Christianity  an 
imposture  and  true  Christians  as  hypo¬ 
crites. 

As  a  literary  man  and  a  scholar  Prof. 
Ballantine  stood  in  the  first  rank.  He 
was  excellent  and  thorough  in  his  schol¬ 
arship,  and  in  addition  to  bis  knowledge 
of  the  Latin  and  Greek  language,  of 
which  for  a  long  time  he  was  an  excellent 
Hebrew  scholar,  with  considerable  know¬ 
ledge  of  other  Semitic  languages.  Of 
modern  languages,  in  addition  to  his 
own,  he  had  jierfect  command  of  the 
German  and  French.  The  Professor  was 
not  a  voluminous  writer.  He  contributed 
while  ‘connected  with  the  Theological 
Seminary,  able  articles  to  various  period¬ 
icals.  Some  years  ago,  when  so  many 
biographies  of  Jesus  were  published,  he 
contributed  a  volume,  in  which,  culling 
out  of  the  New  Testament  all  the  words 
of  our  Lord,  and  connecting  them  by  suit¬ 
able  comments  he  made  the  Savior  speak 
for  himself. 

Before  Prof.  Ballantine  was  connected 
with  the  University  of  Indiana— his  ser¬ 
vices  commenced  here  in  1854 — he  was 
connected  with  the  Ohio  University  under 
the  Presidency  of  Rev.  Dr.  McGuffey,  and 
was  there  associated  with  Dr.  Read  and 
Dr.  Ryors,  who  had  previously  accepted 
professorships  in  the  University  of  Indi¬ 
ana  From  Dr.  Read  the  writer  of  this 
sketch  had  often  heal'd  of  Prof.  Ballan¬ 
tine,  of  his  thorough  scholarship,  of  his 
diligence  anti  faithfulness  as  a  Professor, 
and  of  his  piety,  his  care  for  the  sick  and 
afflicted,  ami  his  kind  ministrations  to 
the  dying  and  the  families  of  the  bereav¬ 
ed,  and  a  personal  acquaintance  found 
that  nothing  in  the  description  of  the 
noble  character  given  by  Dr.  Read  had 
been  in  the  least  degree  exaggerated. 

Prof.  Ballantine  married  Miss  B.  A. 
Watkins,  of  Prince  Edward  Co.,  Va.  Mi's. 
Ballantine  died  April  4th,  1873,  leaving, 
at  present  surviving,  two  eons  and  two 
daughters,  the  Rev.  Henry  W  .*  Ballan¬ 
tine,  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  church, 
Bloomfield,  N.  J.,  and  the  Rev.  Wm.  G. 
Ballantine,  Professor  in  the  Theological 
Seminary,'  Oberlin,  Ohio,  and  the  daugh¬ 
ters,  Mi's.  Mary  Brown,  wife  of  Rev.  H.  L 
Brown,  Omro,  \\^8. ;  and  Miss  Anna  Bal¬ 
lantine,  so  well  and  favorably  known  in 
Bloomington  for  her  zeal  in  every  good 
cause.  W.
